Nermal procedure, outlined 
in Famous Firsts, SSC's Four- 
teenth Annual Homecoming 
Handbook, was not followed. 
Akthough this procedure was 
well underway on October 27 
when male studei". cast their 
ballots, a rumor (and I guess 
it was a rumor beqause | can 
find. no proof) suddenly de- 
veloped that som¢tone was 
stuffing the ballot box. The 
next thing many of us knew, 
ll votes were nullified and 
an announcement was made 
that instead of three candi- 
dat*s appearing at the Alum- 
ni Breakfast, all seven would 
appear. 

Through this action, (1) the 
efforts of each voter were to 
no avail which violates hand- 
wook rules that “The election 
will be a combination of the 
popular vote”; and (2) elimi- 
nation of comtestants to a pre- 


described number was by- 
passed in violation of the 
handbook which states “The 


male popular vote will nar- 
row the field to a certain 
number (depending upon en- 
tries).” 


Neo Provision

for aryone to override its 
ruJes. If. therefore, stuffing 
«of the baNot bor was a prov- 
en act, why weren't the cul- 
prits caught at the time they 
cast any so-called illegal bal- 
jJots.and subsequently punish- 
ed? And if it were only a ru- 
mor, who listened to it and 
was then was allowed to re- 
arrange the whole contest pro- 
cedure? 


The handling of Homecom- 
ing activities is supposed to 
reflect democratic processes. 
This year it appears to have 
kicked over the traces. Why? 

Seven organizations who 
entered girls spent a combined 
total of approximately $300 


They also engaged in extra 
work and activities to see 
their contestants make the 


“finals,” which their appear- 
ance at the Alumni Breakfast. 
Under the questionable pro- 
cedure followed, the Alumni 
Breakfast served not so much 
s a final elimination, but in 
a sense alone chose the candi- 
date instead of letting male 
students choose. If the vari- 
ous organizations had known 
this, they could have saved 
their campaign money and ef- 
forts and still made the break- 
fast. Furthermore, every or~ 
ganjzation on campus could 
have entered on this basis 
since it would rave fit any 


group’s budgr 1 “extra 
work" list. 
Whe \ iave Wen? 
And how we know that 


the girl who \ »n would have 
been picked as a finalist had 
the contest been run acecord- 
ing-to Hoyle? I, personally, 
have no complaint that Mar- 


v 
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lene Poletti was chosen. She 
is a fine coed, and she made 


a very attractive queen. But I - 


certainly do not endorse the 
way the rules were changed 
in mid-~stream. 

If some apparently anony- 
mous people can shout “hal- 
lot box stuffing” loud enough 
for apparently anonymous 
persons to call the election 
and ins: wte apparently an- 
onymous rules, I want to 
know what kind of results we 
could effect if we interested 
students conducted an inves- 
tigation so that hard working 
people next year may have 
the benefit of unchangeable 
homecoming comest rules.

Dr Donald W. Bailey, dean 
of students, finds it advisable to remind students of the non- 
agression pact which exists between the two colleges. Students 
participating in any “raids” oh either campus are subject to 
disciplinary measures: 

“In order to prevent any occurrence that might jeopardize 
the friendly relations between our institutions, and in order to 
maintain the fine sportsmanship that is developing from our 
annual athletic competition, we, the representatives of our 
student bodies. do hereby reso!e: 

“A) In order to prevent personal injury or property damage, 
that there shal] be no “raids” by the students of either institu- 
tion on the campus of the other, and that students participating 
in such violations will be subject to severe disipline. 

“B) That each student body will promote the education of 
its members in the weeks preceding athletic contests to observe 
the spirit of this resolution, and to employ every possible means 
t© prevent any incident that may lead to its violation.”
